A GREAT SENSATION IN IRELAND. 


The Two Men Charged with Conspiracy 


Against the Government—Warrants Is- 
nufil for the Arrest of Other Irishmen 
—That Alleged Slavery Proclamation 
and What Herr Vouen Sayi of It— 
Other Foreign Items of Interest. 
DUBLIN, Sept. 18.—A tremendous sensa- 


tion was caused in Ireland Thursday by 
the arrest of William O'Brien and John 
Dillon. It is understood that they are 
charged with conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment and that other arrests of promi- 
nent representatives of the Irish National 
party will follow. 
Dillon Hnd O'Brien 


have bt-en arranging for a tour of the 
United States and Canada in company 
with 1'iirr.thy Harrington and T. P. Gill, 
and were expecting to sail for America 
early in October. 


Other Arrests To Be Hade. 


The men were arrested Wednesday for 


their regent utterances in Ireland. Dillon 
was taken into cnstody at his residence 
near Dublin and immediately escorted to 
the railroad station, where he was placed 
on a special train en route to Tipperary. 
He was accompanied by a large military 
escort. O'Brien was taken into custody 
at Glengarris and conveyed to Cork. War- 
rants of arrest for Patrick O'Brien, Com- 
moners Thomas J. Condon and David 
Sbeehy and the Rsv. David Humphreys, 
of Tipperary have been issued. 


Great Kxcltemcnt in Ireland. 


This sudden action of the government 


has fallen like a bolt from a clear sky. 
The Irish nationalists had no suspicion of 
the impending blow and are at a loss to 
know what it portends. Mingled surprise 
and indignation are the predominant feel- 
Ings in Ireland. Dispatches from various 
part* of Ireland indicate tbat the Nation- 
alists are everywhere greatly excited at. 
the arrests. The arrests were so utterly 
unexpected tbat the surprise with which 
they were first heard soon gave way to a 
ftelin^ of suspense as to what the govern- 
ment would do next. 


FOREIGN NOTES AND GOSSIP. 


Appro-ted the Government's Action. 
MELBOURNE, &;pt. 18 —A depudation 


from a number of county and municipal 
councils waited upon the minister of 
commerce and assured him that they ap- 
proved the action of the government in 
the matter of the labor strikes. The dele- 
gates declared t hat there were plenty of 
farmers and others in all parts of the col- 
ony who -\\ere willing to come to Mel- 
bourne and assist in placing commerce on 
its normal footing. They roundly de- 
nounce the course taken by the leaders of 
the strike In reply the minister said that 
. the government was prepared to frustrate 
the strikers' efforts to establish a reign 
of terror and that if necessary the colonies 
would combine and take vigorous meas- 
ures to secure the freedom of labor. The 
minister's remarks were much applauded. 


That Slavery Proclamation. 


J./ONDOX, Sept. 18 —A dispatch from 


Berlin to The Standard says: Herr Vos- 
SPD, for several years German consul at 
Zanzibar, declares that it is impossible 
that the German Ea-t-African company 
issued the alleged slavery proclamation, 
because the mtu'tial law only allows the 
imperial commissioners to act.

BIG STRIKE IN PROSPECT. 


About 40.OOO Illinois and Indiana Miners 


to Quit Work. 


PlTTSBCIiO, Pa., Sept. 18.—Patrick Mo- 


Bryde, member of the executive board of 
the United Mine Workers, was in Pitta- 
burg Wednesday night on his way to 
Springfield, Ilia, where he will order a 
strike of the 40,000 miners employed in 
tbe Indiana and Illinois fields. The strike 
will be for an advance in wages and wiil 
begin Nov. 1. In the northern districts 
an advance of 7}£ cents la asked. In tne 
southern districts the advance asked la 10 
cents. The strike has been brewing for a 
long time. The Illinois and Indiana op- 
erators, it is charged, have been showing 
themselves particularly hostile toward 
the men. The demands were made last 
spring. The miners then announced they 
would work throughout the summer. 


Flenty of Ponds on Hand. 


The operators have steadily refused the 


advance, except those in the northern dis- 
tricts, who will concede if the southern 
operators will also make the concession. 
As the latter refuse to do so, however, a 
strike is certain 
The miners have been 


preparing for the strike and plenty of 
funds have been secured to put backbone 
into it. The executive board of the United 
Mine Workers has sanctioned the strike 
and Mr. MeBryde goes west as its repre- 
sentative. 


Mr. McBryde said Wednesday night: 


"There will certainly be a strike of the 
Indiana and llhnois miners. We are well 
prepared for it and will ask the Pennsyl- 
vuuia and Ohio operators to shut down 
temporarily in order that we may close 
every avenue of escape for the western 
operators " 


MAN AND WIFE DEAD. 


Two Deaths Caused by • Gasoline Stove 


at Normal, Ills. 


NORMAL, Ills., Sept. 18.—A peculiar and 


shocking accident occurred here about 8 
o'clock Wednesday morning, coating the 
lives of Mr. and Mrs. James W Gee and 
prostrating their infant child. Mr. and 
Mrs. Gee lived at El Paso and were each 
about 25 years of age. They came to Nor- 
mal, where Mr. Gae entered the univer- 
sity, and they rented two second-floor 
rooms at the residence of Mr. Young, 
north of the university grounds, propos- 
ing to keep house. Among their equip- 
ments was a Dew gasoline stove, whicb 
caused Wednesday morning's calamity. 
About 8 o'clock Mrs. Young was attracted 
by the cries of the 'iftby, and going up- 
stairs found Mr. and Mrs. Gee lying pros- 
trate on the floor of 'he principal living 
room, dead. 


Cause of the Tragedy. 


The child was in the adjoining room, 


witb tbe communicating door open, and 
while considerably affected by the gas 
was conscious and waa soon restored. 
From the fumes in the room there was 
evidence of some deadly vapor from the 
stove. 
Professor Col ton was called in 


from the Noiraal university to explain 
the phenomenon. He said that proba- 
bly the gasoline had been allowed to burn 
out, and immediately thereafter there 
was generated carbon monoxide gas, of 
which a single whiff would prostrate the 
victims. The windows of the room were 
closed, and undoubtedly Mr. and Mrs. 
Gee beonnie unconscious before they were 
aware of what was wrong. 


TRIED TO KILL HIS SON. 


Sensational Scene at a Marriage Cere- 


mony at Jersey City. 


NEW Yor.K, Sept. 18 —Henry On^ell, 


of Jersey City attempted to kill his non 
Wednesday night while the latter was 
about to be married to Miss Mary Derly 
in St. Patrick's Roman Catholic church 
in tbat city. The bridal couple were 
standing before tbe altar and Father 
Sheehan was in the act of performing the 
ceremony when Cassell, who had got into 
the church without being seen, jumped 
up in an excited manner and, pointing a 
pistol at his son, deliberately flred.

A Scheme to Use Flux Straw Which Is 


Now Thrown Away. 


EAU OLAIBE, Wis., Sept. 18 —It is pro- 


posed by President Putnam, of the Esu 
Claire Linen company, the proprietor of 
one of the two linen mills in the United 
States, to use the flax straw, which is 
thrown away yearly. He has interested 
eastern capitalists in tbe scheme. This 
will be the first establishment in the 
United States. Thus the time may not be 
fai distant when the whole process, from 
the retting of the straw after it is taken 
from tbe field in which it grows to the 
last operation which brings out the finish- 
ed fabric, may be donu here, and tbe flax 
grown by American farmers be handled 
a"nd 
retted by American hands, put 


through American dressing machines and 
turned into the complete product by 
American mills in such quantity and 
quality as to establish a magnificent in- 
dustry, now only in its infancy. 


Driven Insane by the Tariff Question. 
JotlET, Ilia., Sept. 18.—Edward Ran- 


ney, of New Lenox, a wealthy farmer, 
who was driven insane by the tariff ques- 
tion, created a sensation on the streets 
here Wednesday. He was adjudged in- 
sane and a conservator of his estate ap- 
pointed.

tion in Maine—Nominated to Congress.

P. A. Collins of the state committee called 
the Democratic state convention to order 
at 11 o'clock Tnursday morning. 
After 


the reading of the call by the secretary, 
temporary organization was effected by 
the choice of Chairman Collins as presi- 
dent and Josiah Qnincy, Jr., secretary. 
Committees on credentials and permanent 
organization were appointed. The report 
of the committee ou permanent organiza- 
tion reported as president, John K. Rus- 
sell, 
of Leichter; secretaries, 
Josiah 


Quincy, Jr, J. W. Coveney and J. B. 
Couch. Mr. Russell was escorted to Jhe 
platform by a committee and was loudly 
cheered. Chairman Collins said he would 
not say an unnecessary word. 
Perma- 


nent Chairman Russell, looking pale from 
illness, then addressed the convention. 


The Ticket Nominated. 


Mr. Russell spoke an hour and was fre- 


quently interrupted by applause. At the 
conclusion of his speech committees were 
appointed upon selection of members at 
large of the state committee upon resolu- 
tions, and upon all candidates other than 
governor and lieutenant governor. The 
committee on credentials reported 1,675 
delegates present, representing 843 cities 
and towns with no contested delegation. 
Mr. Donovan, of Lowell, took the plat- 
form and presented the name of William 
E. Russell, of Cambride, as candidate for 
governor. The nomination was seconded 
and then made by acclamation. For lieu- 
tenant governor John Corcoran, of Clin- 
ton, was nominated by acclamation. The 
committee on the balance of the ticket re- 
ported an follows and the report was 
adopt: For secretary of state, Elbrldge 
Cushman, of Lake Village; treasurer, 
William D Trefney, of Marblehead; aud- 
itor, Edward L Munn, of Holyoke; attor- 
ney general, Elishn B Muynard, of Spring- 
field. 


The Convention Adjourns. 


John E Fitzgerald then took the floor 


in advocacy of the following, which the 
state committee had voted to submit to 
the convention: 


"The Democratic state committee is re- 


quested to prepare uniform rules and 
regulations for the organization of party 
committees and the conduct of party 
caucuses and the same when officially 
promulgated shall be binding on the 
party organization throughout the state." 


Thomas Gargan followed in earnest 


advocacy of the resolution, and it was 
adopted. It was voted that certificates of 
nomination be filed, required by the bal- 
lot act, and that the state committee be 
authorized to fill any vacancies on the 
state ticket.

The next moment 
at the signal: "Ready," he shot himself, 
falling dead under the window, and the 
woman committed the wimo act in her 
room. Ernilie left a letter addressed to 
her aunt, Mary Knoon, with whom sha 
boarded, in which she spoke about her 
lover, Koch, a quarrel with her mother, a 
determination of Koch and herself to 
commit suicide, and asking that her body 
be cremated.

He could not account for 
the impulse that prompted him to such a 
speech; he could not recollect what he 
said, but ought to have made his charges, 
he said, here in the board, and begged hu- 
mane treatment from the members.

Judge Scott was willing to 
drop the matter if Powers would sign a 
written apology; otherwise he would in 
sistonsome action. Judge Scott added: 
"I do not propose to allow a member of 
this board to make such statements with 
out denouncing him as a willful and ma 
licious liar and a scoundrel." 


A Terrible Roasting. 


Mr. Glenn, of Coles, wanted to call the 


attention of the board and the people of 
Cook county to the fact that Mr. Powers 
pleads guilty to the charge that he does 
not know what he is talking about; that 
he is not responsible; he had so considered 
Powers ever since lie was elected. Mr. 
Neff roasted Powers unmercifully, saying 
that by b>s lyingapeeches he had incurred 
the suspicion and the odium of the entlra 
board. He said; "You have the tongue of 
a fisherwoman and the heart of a robber, 
with the voice of deception and the meth- 
ods of a boodler. Shunned by your asso- 
ciates, despised hy your acquaintances, no 
wonder you seek audiences where your 
qualifications for public office are little 
known." 


Mr. Powers Apologicev* 


Powers got mad and said he would now 


openly charge Mr. Neff with being in the 
employ of two railroads, and said he knew 
of other members in the same fix. Mr, 
Neff said he had done work for different 
roads as an attorney, but it wan outrag- 
eously absurd to suppose that that had In 
fluenced him as a member of this board 
Then the members pretty much all took a 
turn lit Powers and skinned him olive, ap- 
plying such epithets as "liar," "scoun- 
drel,1' "boodler," "malicious slanderer," 
etc. Finally Mr. Colder proposed that 
Powers be given twenty minutes to write 
an apology, which was agreed to, and Mi-. 
Powers wrote the fallowing: 


"With reference to my speech delivered 


in Farwell hall lost Monday evening, I 
hereby decl ire I had no intention to im- 
pute dishonesty to any member of this 
board or its committees. 


"ANDREW T. PowERa" 


This was accepted, and for the present 


the matter WHS dropped.

CAMEROS 
WITHDRAWS. 


Ex-Governor Cameron, of Virginia, Is out 


in a letter in which he gives his reasons for 
withdrawing from the republican party, 
both state and national. Cameron was 
elected governor of Virginia over Senator 
John W. Daniel in the campaign of 1880. 
He is generally regarded as one of the most 
brilliant men of Virginia. But he has 
grown tired ot the republican party, and 
here are the reasons he gives m a private 
letter: 


"The republican party preserves no longer 


the semblance of speaking for the entire 
country, but bases its claim to supremacy 
on sectional prejudices and sectional inter- 
est, pure and simple. Not only is this so, 
but the directors of its policy have not hes- 
itated In'the attainment of their ends to 
prostitute the plighted faith of the party in 
sight of all the world, and to renounce in 
their Congressional enactments the prom- 
ises solemnly made in theChleagoJplatform. 
They stand self-eonvictea, not only of false 
pretense and punic faith, but of mathemat- 
ical malignancy In seeking to retain power 
byreinvoking the war sentiment at the 
Noith and west and by resurrecting all the 
stock phrases of fanaticism and and section- 
alism which could stir the South Into re- 
sentment and retort 
•'Their object was and is to force the

possible for It to decline. 
The shoe manufacturer might take 


orders based on present values of leather if he could buy enough 
to cover himself. There are no stocks of leather available. Man- 
ufacturers refuse to guarantee the prices. As outlined In our In- 
terview with manufacturers last week many concessions formerly
